"HE Reftritions and Proviſions of theſe Acts being calculated to 


5 promote the convenience of the Inhabitants at large, the Com- 
F miſſioners think it their duty to uſe their utmoſt endeavours for carrying 
them into effect, and have determined to put in force the encreaſed penal- 
ties of the laſt Act, if the directions thereof de not more generally and 
exactiy obſerved. | 


The ſaid Act directs, that every Inhabitant of Cambridge, and the 
i Maſter of every College within the Univerſity, ſhall cauſe to be Swept 
and Cleanſed the whole of the Foot Way, including the Kirb- Stone before 
their reſpective Houſes, Buildings, Walls, Colleges and Halls, every day 
| (except Saturday and Sunday) between the hours of ſix and ten in the fore- 
| Hoon, and between the hours of three in the afternoon, of every Saturday, 
and nine in the morning of every Sunday in the year. The Vice-Chan- 
cellor is alſo at the ſaid days and times to cauſe the Footpath before the 
Senate-Houſe and Senate-Houſe Walk to be ſwept; and the Church- 
wardens of every Pariſh in Cambridge the Footpath before the Walls of 
their reſpective Pariſh Churches and Church Yards---penalty for each 
neglect FIVE SHILLINGS, to be recovered upon information (without 
| Oath) before a Juſtice of the Peace; and the perſon who ought to have the 
Path complained of Swept, muſt prove his or her compliance with the Act, 


or other wiſe pay the penalty. 


The ſhewing of Stallions or any other Horſes in the public ſtreets is 
forbidden, under the penalty of FORTY SHILLINGS. 
N. B. One Half to go to the Informer. 


| Killing any Beaſt, cleanſing any Caſk, ſawing Timber, bleeding, ſhoes 

ing, or dreſſing any Horſe, making Mortar, Bull Baiting, Cock throwing, 

making Bonfires, or throwing Fire-Works in any of the public Streets, or 

expoſing therein any articles of trade for ſale (except the cuſtomary articles 

on market-days) or hanging out any article for ſale, ſo as to project beyond 

17 line of the window---penalty TWENTY SHILLINGS, to be re- 
1 


overed upon information as aforeſaid. 


Wilfully breaking any Lamp, or injuring the Lamp-Poſts; Iron, or other 
Weurniture thereof---Penalty any ſum not exceeding FIVE POUNDS, and 


not leſs than Forty Shillings. One half of the 3 to go to the In- 
former on conviction of the Offender, 


N. B. As the breaking of Lamps has occaſioned a very heavy expence 
to the Commiſſioners, it is hoped the Inhabitants will do what they can to 
detect the offenders within their ſeveral pariſhes. By Order, |
